However, by a valiant effort I put 
wild plans behind me and started doggedly to 
school. 

I entered the school door, but it was with a 
sigh of resignation that I started for my locker. 
That sigh was the turning point marking the 
dominance of the change. For the air I breathed 
when I sighed was worn out from being inhaled 
and exhaled without respite. Hurrying outside, 
drawn by something irresistible, I took a deep 
breath. The air was cool and exhilarating, 
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exciting and refreshing. I suddenly felt very 
much ahve and not at all inchned toward sitting 
in a hard, unyielding desk. Yet, inside that door 
duty called. Outside, something called that was 
indefinable but powerful. For an instant these 
two forces struggled; then one lost; I stayed 
outside, about faced, and headed into the wind. 
Ck)mpanionably, it ruffled my hair. Playfully, it 
tried to slow my progress. People on their way 
to school asked me whether 1 wasn't going the 
wrong way. Going the wrong way? Ah, not I. 
A usually sensitive conscience was not at all 
dismayed. 

Joyfully my spirits soared. I was free! I was 
away! I could choose my own path. The bonds 
of conventionality had been broken. That day 
belonged to me! The fresh, cool wind was a 
tonic to my blood. My pulse quickened with 
excitement. Perhaps an adventurer has that 
feeling when he cuts loose, and starts away in 
quest of the unknown which draws him on. I 
was akin to Ck)lumbus, to Cortez, to all bold 
adventurers who left the old order of things to 
satisfy the urge within them. 

On I walked leaving streets, houses, and 
people behind. Instead of following paths, I 
struck out on trails unexplored. The smell of 
pines and moist earth was pleasing to city- 
tainted nostrils. The fleeting glimpses of chip- 
munks and squirrels were intriguing.

For once I had 
slipped out of place and by doing so was no 
longer a cog, a mere automaton; but a changed 
person drinking deeply of nature's scenes, 
smells, and sounds — finding in them an answer 
to that inner longing that took me away for a 
day.

LEWIS AND CLARK WINS PLAYOFF 



Downs North Central 
31-22 



The Fighting Tigers took the 
floor on this eventful evening with 
an air of premonition. This was the 
initial game, the "do or die" situa- 
tion, the making or the breaking of 
a championship-bound team. All 
through the season they had worked, 
played, and battled with a single 
motive. Now the results hung in the 
outcome of a single game. After 
having won nine games and lost 
three, they were tied with the North 
Central Indians for the city cham- 
ionship and the right to make the 
trip to Seattle for the state tourna- 
ment. 

The record-breaking crowd that 
jammed the Gonzaga gymnasium 
was a seething vortex of human 
emotion. The spectators fairly shook 
the rafters with their cheers and 
jeers as the two teams came onto the 
floor. Then a prevailing silence as 
the ball was being tossed by Referee 
Heniges to open the game. North 
Central took the tip but soon lost 
the ball in attempting to puncture 
the Lewis and Clark tight "man- 
for-man" defense. A juggled ball 
from nervous fingers, a quick inter- 
ception and the L. C. quintet was 
working the ball smoothly down the 
floor. They handled that sphere with 
effortless, precise, machine-like 
passes. Suddenly, from a series of 
perplexing criss-crosses, big Marvin 
Gilberg appeared with the ball, took 
a singlfe dribble and laid his shot in 
with breath-taking accuracy for the 
first field goal of the game. A tre- 
mendous ovation arose from the 
Orange and Black rooters, while 
North Central's backers remained 
somewhat silent, thinking it was 
merely an accident. 

The two teams battled nip and 
tuck through the first quarter, and 
while N. C. took the most shots, the 
boys from the South side hit the 
hoop more often. The period ended 
7-3 L.C. The second quarter ap- 



peared to be a little different story as 
the Red and Blacks hit up the pace 
and brought the stands to their feet 
in a battle that resulted in a half- 
time deadlock 13-13. 

The l-)etween-half entertainment 
was practically ruined by the jeers 
and cat-calls of the spectators. 

North Central's second quarter 
spurt proved to be their undoing 
because they could not stand the 
scorching pace that the Tigers set 
up in the second half. They called 
five times out and at each one fell 
to the floor exhausted while the 
Tigers remained on their feet. 
Maynard's scoring spree put the 
Orange and Blacks in the lead, and 
they held the margin throughout the 
rest of the game.

L C. Wins Championship 

LEWIS AND CLARK vs. 
ROGERS 

L &P C opened their city high 
school series with a 22-19 victory 
over the Rogers "Pirates." It was a 
game in which each team had spurts, 
and Lis* C seemed to have the edge. 
L 6r' C opened with a basket by 
Gilberg and a free throw by May- 
nard. From there the Rogers boys 
worked together and piled up a 11 
to 3 lead. A basket by McAuley 
left the team trailing 11 to 5 at the 
end of the first quarter. The second 
quarter the L C defense tightened 
and their offense began to click. 
Rogers was unable to score in the 
second quarter as L C paced by 
Maynard, Nye ran up a 15 to 11 
lead at the end of the first half. 
LdC scored first in the third period 
and were unable to score in the rest 
of the period as Rogers, paced by 
Ed Reynolds, came up within one 
point of the "Tigers" I7'l6.

C took the 
lead 4-2 the "Tigers" began to move 
and widened the score to 1 4 to 4 at 
half-time. In the third quarter, with 
the accurate shooting of Willson 
Maynard and Gilberg, the "Tigers" 
led at the end of the third quarter, 
20 to 7. After that, both Coaches 
substituted frequently, and both 
clubs began to look very ragged. At 
this point Gonzaga made its first 
field goal by Les Kapfer and followed 
with a pair by Al Little, which 
almost doubled Gonzaga's score. At 
the final gun the "Tigers" led 27 to 
13. L 6?' C's biggest margin was 17-4 
in the third period.

After a fast start in which Scott 
of North Central and Maynard of 
Lewis and Clark matched baskets in 
the first minute of play, the Indians 
took a 14 to 6 lead. After the 
"Tigers" had time out and talked 
things over, they came within 
striking distance of the Indians as 
the first quarter ended, 14-11. Mc-

was all for LC in that period. Dahl 
of North Central led the Indians as 
they ran up a 23-13 lead at the half 
time. A low-scoring third quarter 
saw Gilberg and Maynard score for 
LC as Scott tallied for NC.

Al Akins 
scored all six of Rogers' points as 
the "Tigers" led at the end of the 
first quarter 12 to 6. In a low-scoring 
second quarter McAuley sank two 
baskets and a free throw for LC, 
while Rogers had to be content with 
three gift shots by Reynolds as the 
half ended 17-9 for LC. 

Rogers went to work in the 
second half as they garnered 10 
ix)ints, paced by Akins, while they 
held LC down to five points. With 
but five minutes to play Johnson and 
Wakely tallied for the "Purple and 
White" and put them in the lead for 
the first time 25-23 and the Rogers 
rooters went wild.

BADMINTON BECOMING POPULAR SPORT 

Competitive Spirit Aided by 
Local Tournament 

Badminton is the up and coming 
sport which gains in interest every 
year. This spring the coach, Miss 
Anne Norvell, reluctantly turned 
away many prospects because her 
class was already overflowing. The 
Canadians, in a large degree, were 
responsible for the introduction of 
badminton in the United States. Re- 
cently Seattle has even sent many 
champions to various tournaments 
including Spokane.

Badminton is in its fourth season 
for the girls at Lewis and Clark and 
the first year for the boys.
